OF CAMPAIGN AGAINST HIS POLICY OF BETTER RELATIONS WITH 
THE US HAS BEEN LAUNCHED AND RECENTLY ABORTED, RAISING 
QUESTIONS ABOUT THE GENERAL DIRECTION OF PEKING'S POLICY. 
HAK WILL NO DOUBT CONFER WITH MAO, CONVEYING PRESIDENT 
FORD'S INTEREST IN TWO THINGS - MORE IMPROVEMENT IN 
RELATIONS WITH CHINA, TRADE, CULTURAL AFFAIRS AND THE 
LIKE, AND AN INVITATION TO VISIT PEKING NEXT YEAR. IT IS
